For Reproofe, hence I have occaſion for to blame t o:ly 
unworthy cowardlinefle in ſome , aud wicked audaciouſ- 
neſſc in others : both vices contrary to-this vertue, both 
cxtreames, eppoſcd by thispraftrze of Chriſtian fortitude, 
which my text perſwades: - 

Firſt I'maſt:check an unworthy dafſtardlinefſe, which 
diſcovers it ſelfe three wayes in the boſomes of men. 

' Firſt; when menbyreaſon of puſilanimity,&lowncſſe of 

ſpirit , dare not appeare in. the cauſe that they-are convin- 

ccd, to be the Gauie of God, There ware ſome; /ob.,1 2,43; 
who, though they belecved on Chriſt, yet they durſt not 4 
profefſe him for fearciof the Phariſees, leſt they ſhould bee | E 
- excammunicated.. Tho conſciences-of many tell then, : 
Fo C3. 4& that. 
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fore cannot inſtance in particulars, 

" Secondly , others by reaſon of cowardlineſſe ſoone 
grow diſcouraged in fad and weighty undertakings , be- 
cauſe they find the way to heaven craggy , the dutics diffi- 
cult, the ſervices ſomething hard ; and becauſe they have 
not expected ſucceſle on a fuddaine j here upon their ſpi- 
rits ſbrinke up ; I bayc refereace in this cxpreflion to the 
original word uſed to this very purpoſe,in Nam. 21.4. And 


the ſoul of th: people was much diſcouraged becauſe of the way. 


Thcir ſpirits were ſhortned (as it is ia the Hebrew) they 
run up by reaſon of diſtreſs,and al vigour gave in. As a Cra- 
. vant begins to looke pale through teare ; his ſpirits fly to 


. the heart, you ſhall ſce no blood in his face: O did he think 


to be mocked, and tobe purſevanted? and did t;eexpe to 
be impriſoned ? and did he-conccive to bee put on ſuch a 


. dead taske ,. and to worke himſelfe downe in his ſtrength,

As the 
originall word ſuggeſts thus much , ſo the conjunRion of 
ſtrength, and valour inthe holy Scriptures doth importit 
Be ftrong and of good courage. Thinke of this ;;and take 
heed I pray you of dattardly dejetedneſfe, and diſmaying 
fearcs, in ſad , ſuffering'times', becauſe thereby both ſoule - 
and body are mu-h feebled, and much prejudiced. - | 
Theſccond thing reproyet , is wicked andacionſneſſer - 
This branch of the reprchenſion is needfull, for certainely; . 
there is in ſome men akind of fire, thatriſeth outof hell, 
or rather ſame metrall ,. which-is dizged out -of the: bot- 
tomlefſe pit, which is called Courage , and ſo accouted in 
the world. My meaning is, that there is a devilliſh, wret-

to true courage, as the greateſt. cowardlineſs in the world.
